SENATOR PRICE 
ON OYSTERS 


Favoring Camphell-Prica Bll | ox 


Thinks That His Attitude Will Be 
‘Understood And Oommended 
After The Bill Has Been Given 
A Fair Trial—Points Out The 
Defects In Old Law And Says 
This Bill Will Bring About De- 
sired Results. 


Senator Jesse D. Price made a 
strong speech before the Senate s few 
days ago in defense of hia stand on 
the oyster question. He spoke in 
favor of the passage of the Camp- 
bell-Price Oyster Bill, and his speech 
was in part as follows: 


Mr President, inasmuch as iny name 
baa been somewhat connected wit 
thie Bill and referred to during the 
debate, I feel that it ls lnoumbent up · 
on me tu make some remarks on this 
ocqasion.

In the past I have been emphatical- 
ly told and led to believe that all oys- 
ter planting laws presented to the 
Maryland Legislature were put for- 
ward with evil motives Ia fact we 
have beard something of that intima- 
tion today aud while these motives 
have notactually been discovered they 
were nevertheless supposed to te con- 
cealed in these Bills and thee Hills 
were supposed to tend toward nionop- 
oly, and these laws were only movop- 
Olistio laws.

Knowa—740 Saved—Foarful And 
Appalliag Scenes. 


The Oar rpathia, with the 740 gur 
vivo ot the Titanio doóked io New 
Tork at 9.25 o'clock Thursday night 
1595 are reported lost. h 

Tha total number of persons taken 
off the giant liner wad 745 but one aled 
Just after getting ibto a boat, and four 
Others expired later, the bodies being 
consigned to the waves. 

Eyowitnemes say that when the Tit. 
anio struck the iceberg the night was 
clear and starlit, without a moon and 
that the lookout reported the tatal 
bérg, but not in time to avoid it, 

First stories of the survivors pieced 
together, though told in disjointed 
hysterical fashion, painta a picture of 
the awfal Titanio calamity foll of 
„ortor, fear, pamo and voufuaion. 
Hundreds were asleep in their beds, 
scores were sitting at the tables io 
the card rooms, smoking rooms and 
aloous when the 'l'itanio hit the ioe- 
berg with a terrific shock that sent 
them harling across their cabins, 

Stunned by the terrifio impact the 
dazed passengers, many of [them’ half 
alad, roshed from their staterooms in- 
to, the malu saloon amid the crash of 
ap'inteting steel rending of plates and 
shattering of girdera while the boom 
of falling pinnacles, of ice upon the 
broken deck of the great vessel added 
to the horror. 

In she utmost oconfossion, men, 
women and ohildren, rushed abont the 
asloon and cabins of thy great steam - 
ship ae though driven out of their 
seuses, No one knew what bad happ“ 
ened and everyone feared that the 
vessel would sink before they could 
Teaoh tne boats. 


Witnessed Appaling Sight. 

In a wild, apparently ungovernable 
mob they poured ous of the saloons to 
witness one of the most appalling 
soevces possible to conceive, Tower- 
ing high above the shattered bow of 
the great steamship were the glisten- 
ing plunnole of the monster iceberg 
against which the Titan'o had hurled 
with the force of halt a hundred ex- 
press trains. 

For a hundred feet the bow was in 
a shapeless mass of bent, broken and 
splintered steel und iron. Crise ot 
the injured addad ta the panio. A 
foar orazed mob Of steerage passengers 
bruka loose from the lower onbiua and 
poored pon the deok with ortes of 
fright. 


200 Of Grew Grushed To Death. 


Women avd childien were hurled 
aside in the first mad rosh for the 
boats. ‘wo hundred of the crew lay 
crashed to death in the bow, of the 
great steamaliip where they had been 
killed aa they alept. 

Above all the diu of the panio were 
the hoarse orders of the captain, re- 
peated by the second, third and fourth 
officers down the list. The remnants 
ot the crew rallied about the lifeboats 
and while some beat bauk the pavit 
stricken passengers crowded about 
lower the 
boats. 


Kept Back With Revolvers. 

'* Kverbody to the boats,*’ was the 
startling ory that was repsated from 
god to end of the Titanie. Women 
and children rst, was the boaree 
order that went alorg the live of the 
lifeboat, ‘‘Sboot the firat man who 
attempts to get into a boat. 

Without food, withont olothing and 
with only she clothes in whioh they 
stood When the horrible shook came 
the women Were tossed over the rails 
of the lifeboat, ‘

INSECT ENEMIES OF TOBACCO 


Damage Done by Pests acowing Larg- 
‘er Each Year Throughout the 
Gountry—Easy to Control. 


The United States produces approx- 
imately’ 1.000, 000, 000 pounds of tobacco 
every year, hut the farmers who grow 
this enormous crop pay each year a 
large dividend; to insect pests. The 
number of serious tobacco pests is not 
large, and most of them are subject 


Leaf Injured by Leaf Miner, 


to easy methods of control. Yet, re- 
gardless of these facts, the damage to 
tobacco by insects is growing heavier 
year by year. True; not all of this 
loss is preventable, bit a large amount 
of loss may be avoided by proper meth- 
ods of sowing the seeds, cultivation, 
rotation and various other indirect as 
well as direct remedies which affect 
the insects themselves. 

The tobacco Leaf Miner is an in- 
sect which is considered easy to con- 
trol. The injury made by this insect 
is manifested by large irregular 
blotches appearing on the leaves. 
These are at first whitish, but later 
become very dry and parchment-like. 
Leaves injured in this way are unfit 
for wrapper purposes, as they tear 
very easily. 

There are two generations of the 
Leaf Miner each year, the winter be- 
ing passed in the adult stage, the 
adults hiding away in trash found 
about the tobacco barns. 

The horse or bull seems to be the 
original food plant of this insect, hence 
all weeds of this type should be kept 
Gut of the tobacco. 

Frequent cultivation of the to- 
bacco, stirring the soil up quite close

deeply that the adult moths will be 
unable to reach the surface.

the conditions surrounding the 
industry of cod fishing there is a 
fascination for the inlander that 
takes him back year after year. 
And most interesting of all ís the 
fisherman himself, I am not certain, 
writes W. Lacey Amy in the Toronto 
Globe, but it really seems to be his 
supreme indifference to everything 
but the fish that makes him 80 attract- 
ive. 

1 have wandered in/and out among 
them where they do. not. a visitor 
in a month; I have seen empty 
a boatload of shiny cod that equaled 
a fortnight’s ordinary catch) I have | 
watched them lift a large horse into | 
a tiny skiff where nothing save prayer | 
appeared to offer any hope of its 
reaching its destination; I have helped 
them carry into the s hospital 
men sick unto ‘death, and have bade 
“good luck” to a patient returning 
from the hospital legless and helpless 
in life's fight; I have handed out food 
to the starving from the steamers 
stores, and have heard them refuse to 
accept well paid work until the cod. 
ran again. But I have never seen & 
cod fisherman excited. 

The nature of the fisherman's life Is 
strénuous enough to relieve him of 
the necessity of overexertion to pre 
vent falling asleep at inopportune mo- 
ments, Although it requires but a 
small cloud and a tiny clap of thun- 
der to keep him from the fishing 
grounds, scarcely a week passes that 
he.is not forced to meet the terrible 
machinations of storm and wave to 
compass his destruction. In his dis 
zily bobbing little boat he fights the 
sea, the most apathetic of men against 
the most relentless of nature’s forces. 

Open Waters In June. 

The fact that he cannot swim seems 
not to throw into his struggle any 
sign of fear; so long as a plank holds 
between him and water he can weath- 
er anything that blows. In the early 
spring, long before the cod begin to 
run, he risks his life a thousand times 
across the treacherous ice foes in 
chase of the seal. in May, while the 
winds are still icy, he makes a few 
extra cents in herring off the Magda- 
lens, A month later the Labrador 
fisherman may succeed in catching a 
few salmon if the ice is open. But 
when the ood run there is nothing 
but cod, except of late years, when the 
Magdaleners have taken a liking for 
mackerel, however scarce they be. 

Around the Magdalen islands and at 
Gaspe there is an interval of lobster 
catching that means money, but along 
the Labrador coast there is nothing 
from July until the ice forms again 
in October but cod, or, as they call it, 
“fish.” The Magdalener is a motley 
fisherman—herring, cod, mackerel, 
haddock—but the Labrador fisherman 
lives, ‘sleeps and smells of cod. 

His home is in Newfoundland, the 
many quaint towns of the east coast 


-| sending out almost all their men to

hoses 


10 qaiokly, 


the north country just as soon as the 
ice opens a little in June. Barly in 
that month the fishing schooners start 
on their long run down the coast, 
dodging through the ice fields, run- 
ning into port in face of a storm or 
a threatening ice floe,-and trusting 
more to Providence than to aught else 
for their safety, 

It is a fearsome run, that first trek 
northward, staking wooden bottom 
against grinding, inexorable, ice, and 
many a Newoundland home is empty 
from a losing risk. But the seeming- 
ly indolent, passive fisherman is wil- 
ling to take the chances to secure ‘an 
early choice of fishing ground. All 
summer through he spends his days 
on the water, his evenings splitting 
the day’s catch, and his nights in the 
makeshift shacks that are deemed suf- 
ficient covering for the three or four 
months season in that northland, 

As few women now venture north, 
the fishermen must perform all their 
own work in the treatment of the fish. 
J eee are unable to leave the fishing 
to attend to the drying, with the result 
that many of them tempt the fate of 
a winter sall along an inhospitable, 
deserted coast by remaining north 
until the middle of November, spend: 
ing the last few weeks in carefully 
utilizing every ray of sunshine to 
make the best sale for their waren, 
And then the fight back through the 
ever thickening ice and increasing 
storms is worse than the spring run. 

Oddities of Fishing Villages. 

A fishing village is the quainteat, 
raggedeat spot on earth. City plan- 
ning does not even reach the location 
of the house or the road rights. In 
the Magdalen islands, where the land 
is more level and there is soll enough 
to make it a consideration, the fish 
houses are placed with aome common 
regard for a roadway, The bait and 
tackle and other odoriferous material 
are kept in the lower story, and the

In Labrador there is no such thing 
as a road to consider, There has 
never been a horse nor an ox to use 
it, nor „hag a traveler attempted to 
make one settlement from another 
dy any other method ot transportation 
than a boat. There is practically no 
soil, the bare, uneven, mountainous 
rock sinking abruptly into deep water. 
The fish houses are bullt wherever a 
ledge of rock offers a foothold, and a

MEET DEMAND FOR ODD SHOES 


Manufacturers and Dealers ‘Prepared 
for Need, and There Is No -Dif- 
& ficulty In the Matter. 


When a one legged man buys a shoe 
the dealer sends to the factory for a 
shoe to match the one left remaining. 
In these days of the use of machinery 
in every process of their manufacture 
shoes are made with the utmost ex- 
actness and precision and it is easily 
possible to mate that remaining shoe 
with the greatest nicety in size, style, 
material and finish. 

Few people have feet exactly alike, 
commonly the left foot is larger than 
the right; so that one shoe may fit a 
little more snugly than the other. 
Commonly,hdwever, people buy shoes 
in regularly matched pairs, the dit- 


“ference in their feet, if it is noticeable 


to them at all, not being enough to 
make any other course desirable. 

But there are people who buy shoes 
of different sizes or widths, in which 
case the dealer breaks two pairs for 
them, giving them, to fit their feet, 
one shoe from each. In such cases 
the dealer matches.up the two remain- 
ing shoes, one from each of two pairs, 
just as he would where he had broken 
one pair to sell one shoe to a one 
legged man. 

But a man doesn't have to be one 
legged or to have feet of uneven sizes 
or shapes to make him ask the dealer 
to break a pair of shoes for him. Here 
was a man with two perfectly good 
feet who came into the store where 
he was accustomed to buy and who 
wanted on thig occasion one shoe. 
Traveling in a sleeping car his shoes 
had been mixed up with others and 
he had got back one of his own and 
one of some other man's; a fact which 
he had not discovered until he was too 
far away from train and station to 
make return and setting things right 
possible; and now he came in to buy 
one shoe to match his own.

their felis at hurvest tins, und pick 
out the best heads frou their flalus, 
aud thresh and gave them for stock 
seed, they will tind that it will result 
in a considsrabln improvement in the 
yield, acality and uniformity of tle 
crop produced another eseon, Even 
Mf the farmer only picks out enough 
heads to make a bushel to a bostiel 
aud a half of select ave, this will 
gisa him euoagh to saw on acre of 
wheas for the next season, and that 
will produce a superior grade of seed. |.

CARING FOR THE YOUNG COW 


Early Breeding of Helfers Advocated 
b Dalrymen—Very Best Mar. 
‘ket for Skim Milk. 

@y W. H. UNDERWOOD.) 

I have long followed the plan of 
raising ten to a dozen calves. each 


-year, thus being allowed to replace 


the inevitable losses of the dairy and 
to constantly cull and sell those 


An Excellent Milk Type. 


which I consider least desirable. I 
think this practice ought to be fol- 
lowed on every farm where skim milk 
is available, because a dairy calf of- 
fers one of the very best markets for 
this dairy by-product. 

I let these calves become mothers 
rather young. It is surprising how 
very. early a vigorous young helfer 
will breed if the opportunity is given 
her. I had once a Jersey-Holstein 
cross-bred heifer that gave birth to 
her full term calf when only fourteen 
and one-half months old. 

It is the business oña dairy cow to 
give milk and to leara to turn all her 
products and energies along this chan- 
nel, and so the earlier she can get 
started in the right way the better, 

It is sometimes said that early 
breeding stunts or dwarfs a heifer, 
but I have had many heifers to drop 
their first calves at from eighteen to 
twenty months of age, and afterward 
they developed into cows which were 
large and vigorous for their breed. 

I like best to start with a September 
or October calf and then, if they 
spend their first winter under favor- 
able conditions, with plenty of skim 
milk and early cut hay, bran and 
ground oats in addition, they will be 
sleek and plump when they go to pas- 
ture in the spring. 


HOW TO WORK A SEPARATOR

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LOOKING DOWN ON THF VILLAGE 


O get a fair view of things,, the 
_ novice ought to record his or 
her first impressions of Switz- 
erland in winter in tho train 
coming back. By the time 
you have settled down again at home, 
and sit in your parlor to retail your 
doings to your admiring and envious 
Triends, the disagreeables, if any there 
have been, have faded into oblivion, 
and the joys of even a bad Swiss win- 
ter, when contrasted with the rigors 
of the “old-fashioned” English article, 
strike. one so forcibly that you can 
only gasp out incoherences about | 
“the time of your life" and the wicked | 
waste of never having gone before. | 
But in the train, when you perchance 
can still see from the window the 
peaks on which you have floated and 
slid and tumbled, and with the pros- 
pect of ‘eight weary, dark hours’ jour- 
ney to Paris) you can put things 
straight in your mind, writes R. M. 
Morrison in Country Life. You are 
not distracted by questions which 
bring home to you how sleepy and 
casual your observation has been. 
You are not shamed into excuses and 
deprectations before your experienced 
and expert friends, who have fied 
the Swiss winter in contempt and 
despair. You are not compelled to 
go into the conventional ecstasles 
over the Alpine sunset. In the train 
your opinion is as honest as a no- 
vice’s naive and rapturous opinion 
can be. Out of all your experiences, 
the sensations of one day shine out 
clear before all others. My most abid- 
{ng memory is of a dazzling, brilliant 
day, of a three-mile ascent, skis in 
hand, from the village to untrodden 
and silent slopes, a wall so warming 
that, the destination reached, I was 
glad to rest and lunch in the shade. 
I recall the quaint and mysterious 
footprints—afterwards identified as a 
deer’s—found near the lunch tree and 
lazily pondered over. I glow at the 
remembrance of a slope, five hundred 
yarda long, virgin snow to the skier. 
I had been only three days a ski-er, 
and a successful ascent was still be- 
yond my dreams. I fell, and with re- 
lief and surprise noted that I did not 
fulfil the prophecy of breaking my 
toes. I stood on the brow of the 
slope and pushed myself off with the 
baton, after the uncouth style ot the 
novice. For the briefest fraction of 
a second I feared that my pose was 
ml. balanced and that I was fated to 
fall. The next, I was given up to the 
joy of swift motion, of the sweeping 
career through the alr and sunlight, 
until I flew out of the sun into shadow 
and suddenly grew cool and blind, 

I suppose everybody's introduction 
to skiing is very much the same. 
Everyone has to get over the inclina- 
tion to lift his feet and turn out his 
toes; most people have to fight down 
the awful feeling of terror which at- 
tacks them, not on thelr debut, but 
on thelr second attempt; and not a 
few, I hope, have the sense (and the 
knowledge of French) to be able to 
take in good part the grave com- 
ments of the village children. These 
ten-year-old boys, to whom beautiful 
ski-ing seems second nature, can 
teach one much, although skiing fè 
not of the soll, but a recent Importa- 
tion from Norway. Ry the way, fall- 
ing a native, the best tutor is an 
English schoolboy, who, having no re- 
gard for his own neck or yours, does 
not fuster or fuss you, but rather im- 
pels you to the most unheard-of 
feats. 

As soon as one has attained the 
smallest degree of comfort and ese 
on skis, one despises the lugelng 
which has hitherto seemed good 
enough fun for anyone. Truth to tel), 
lugetng ls all done on a track, to 
which one fa tied, while at ski Ing one 
can at least pretend to be traveling. 
Again and again you take the fifteen 
minutes’ walk up the track, dragging 
your lugg behind you Nike a child with 
itas tay, in order that you may whizz 
down iu a twentieth part of the time.
